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On Nov. 2, 2005, the Cincinnati Reds announced 
that the controlling interest in the club would 
be acquired by a group of Cincinnatians led 
by Robert H. Castellini, Chairman of Castellini 
Company. 


Other members of the group acquiring the 
controlling interest include Thomas L. Williams 
and W. Joseph Williams, Jr. President and 
Chairman, respectively, of Cincinnati based North 
American Properties. 


The sale of the club was completed on Jan. 19, 
2006, and Mr. Castellini assumed control of the 
Club as its Chief Executive Officer. 


Mr. Castellini has been involved in Major League 
Baseball for close to 40 years.

The first year of high school can be daunting. As 
a freshman, you're one of many small fish in a big 
pond. All the upperclassmen have been there, done 
that. You just try to navigate around and fit in, not 
create too much of a stir. Take in everything around 
you, make mental notes and adjust accordingly. 


By the time summer arrives and you walk out of 
the door no longer a freshman, you're already 
looking ahead to the next year. You have a lot more 
confidence; you know the people, the campus, the 
expectations; you've gained a lot of knowledge and 
have your routine down; and while there's still a lot for 
you to learn, you walk out knowing you belong and 
are ready for what’s next. 


Graham Ashcraft, Hunter Greene and Nick Lodolo 
are experiencing that feeling heading into their 
second season. No longer rookies, they're taking 
on year two with some extra swagger. It’s not about 
trying to make the team and create a strong first 
impression: it's about knowing who you are as a 
pitcher, taking the mound, executing and delivering 
results for the team. 


“Coming in last year to camp, | was a lot more quiet, 
reading the room and kind of being a fly on the wall,” 
Greene said before the season. “This spring training, 
| feel like I'm truly part of the team. Helping the team 
win last year, I’m really looking forward to doing that 
more, and doing it as a unit. So it’s a totally different 
feel this year from last year, but still the same mindset 
going in.” 


In 2022, Ashcraft, Greene and Lodolo accounted for 
nearly 40% of the team’s starts and were the lone 
three Reds pitchers to eclipse 100 innings pitched. 
Greene (125.2 IP) started 24 games while Ashcraft 
(105 IP) and Lodolo (103.1) took the mound 19 times 
apiece. 


While experiencing expected growing pains that 
all young pro ballplayers face—Greene turns 23 
in August while Ashcraft and Lodolo turned 25 
in February—all three enjoyed sustained stints 
of success in their first year that included some 
remarkable individual performances. 
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Greene turned in some record-breaking efforts, 
including an April game against the Dodgers 
when he set an MLB record for the most 100- 
plus MPH pitches in a game with 39—a record he 
would break in September with 47 such pitches 
versus the Cardinals. In a May game against 
the Pirates, Greene threw 7.11 hitless innings in 
a combined no-hitter for the Reds. In his last 
eight starts of the season, he posted a 1.75 ERA, 
including a 1.02 ERA over his final six. His 164 
strikeouts led the Reds, and his 11.7 strikeouts 
per nine innings would have ranked third among 
all MLB starting pitchers if his total innings had 
not fallen just short of qualifying. 


Lodolo’s equally anticipated rookie season was 
interrupted after just three starts due to a back 
injury. After his third outing on April 24, Lodolo 
didn’t return until July 5. But return he did, as the 
Reds won five of his first six starts off the injured 
list. It didn’t take long for the southpaw to settle 
in and show fans why Reds brass has been 
raving about him since being drafted seventh 
overall in 2019. The former TCU standout posted 
a 2.92 ERA post-All-Star break, allowing three 
runs or less in his final seven starts of the season 
including back-to-back appearances with 11 
strikeouts. 


Ashcraft started the 2022 season at Triple-A, but 
his dominance in Louisville made his late-May 
promotion an easy decision. Ashcraft recorded 
a 1.65 ERA over seven early season starts for 
the Bats and once called up to Cincinnati, he 
was there for good. The Reds were victorious 
in the first five starts Ashcraft made. Following 
his debut at Toronto, the Alabama native’s next 
three starts yielded a combined one run and 
saw Ashcraft pitching into at least the seventh 
inning. His best month was in August, where he 
recorded a 2.33 ERA in four starts, only to be 
slowed down by bicep soreness that put him on 
the shelf for a month.

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So how do you avoid the proverbial “sophomore 
slump?” It starts with preparation. Going back 
to your first season, watching film, taking the 
good and the bad and applying it appropriately 
moving forward. 


“When | look at my year as a whole, | thought 
toward the end | got a lot better,” Lodolo said. “| 
started to understand myself as a pitcher and 
what plays for me best, and stick to that. As 
| watched back games, | realized how much 
mixing in a third pitch more, my changeup, can 
really help me. That's really the thing | take away 
and am carrying over into this year. | think | got 
a lot smarter as a pitcher and knowing myself” 


There were similar realizations from Greene. 


“Ive been working on my third pitch and | feel 
great about it,” he said. “My main focus was 
being able to have that pitch in my repertoire 
going into this year which is going to be really 
exciting. It'll help with lowering my pitch count 
and getting early contact. Having an extra tool 
for me to become a better pitcher has helped a 
lot with my own development and expectations.” 
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As for Ashcraft, it's not so much about adding 
another pitch, but refining one that he already 
has. 


“We were going to try to go toward changeup 
or splitter, but it didn’t make much sense,” he 
said. “I talked to DU (Reds pitching coach Derek 
Johnson) in the offseason. My numbers against 
lefties last year, | pitched really well. It was more 
the righties | need to try and stay on top of. So 
the focus this offseason was more on sharpening 
the slider, make sure it’s consistent. Making sure 
if the velocity is down or up that the shape of the 
pitch stays consistent. So trying to find that good 
middle ground and stay together with it” 


For the Reds to enjoy success as a team, the 
three youngsters will be heavily leaned upon. 
If you have any questions about how much 
confidence Johnson and the Reds coaching 
staff have in these three, look no further than a 
conversation that took place last season where 
Johnson referenced the Atlanta Braves Hall of 
Fame triumvirate of Greg Maddux, Tom Glavine 
and John Smoltz. 


Lodolo’s reaction to that discussion shows just 
how young these pitchers are. 


‘Tll be honest, | haven't really seen those guys 
pitch,” he said with a laugh. ‘I’ve seen lots of 
highlights, but | don’t know what they do best. DJ 
talked to us about it and if that’s how he wants to 
look at us three, then it’s a cool thing.” 


As an Atlanta native, Reds catcher Tyler 
Stephenson couldn't helo but smile when 
hearing about the idea of his batterymates 
bearing a resemblance to the Braves’ former 
pitching gauntlet. 


“| like that, the two righties and the lefty. Though 
| think our guys throw a little bit harder than 
them,” Stephenson said with a grin. “| grew up 
watching the Braves and | know those are three 
Hall of Fame pitchers, so it’s nothing against 
them. But you look at our three guys and what 
they did in their first season, how much they 
accomplished and how they finished down the 
stretch shows a lot. And now that they’ve gotten 
their feet wet and know they belong, it’s going to 
be exciting to see their big jump in year two and 
be a part of it” 


Obviously, that’s a lofty comparison when 
you're considering what is likely the best 
pitching trio in history. But the point remains

that if the Reds’ budding stars can continue 
their trajectory while working together, they 
have the talent to become something special 
and serve as foundation for the franchise for 
years to come. And that includes building a 
relationship off the field as much as putting in 
the work on the field. 


“One of our main goals that DU tried to get us 
doing last year and something we've been 
rolling with is make sure we're always trying to 
include each other in everything, and make sure 
we try to stay together as a unit,” Ashcraft said. 
“One of the best ways to have success is make 
sure everybody's rooting for each other but also 
holding each other accountable.” 


“We definitely talk about it” said Lodolo of the 
‘big three’ chatter. “We obviously want to look at 
it as a collective unit, as a starting five. But being 
us three younger guys, we came up together 
and It’s us three are pretty close, so we talk 
about it. Its good internal competition between 
us all and | know all three of us are pulling on the 
same side of the rope as everybody on the team 
is. We're all really learning from each other.” 
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Lodolo, Ashcraft and Greene certainly won't be 
alone in their efforts. There are plenty of veterans 
who will be vying for a longterm position in the 
starting rotation. In 2022, Luis Cessa showed his 
ability to transition from the bullpen to a starting 
role. Cessa made 10 starts, posting a 3.64 ERA 
over his final seven appearances. Offseason 
acquisition Luke Weaver brings some additional 
veteran experience after time spent with St. 
Louis, Arizona and Kansas City. Connor Overton 
was excellent in his four starts to begin the 2022 
season before a back injury sidelined him until 
late September. And several young hurlers are 
primed to get a chance to prove themselves 
over the course of the season. 


No matter who else takes the mound, these 
super sophomores are brimming with 
confidence, both in themselves and_ their 
teammates. They heard the outside noise during 
the offseason, but they know what they have 
inside the clubhouse and are looking forward to 
showing it. 


“We have such a special unit and special 
group of guys,” Greene said. “I think all of us are 
extremely excited for this season. | think coming 
ogether as a unit, our chemistry is a lot better 
han last year. We all Know how important that 
is for all of us to learn more about each other. | 
hink all of that will come into play and help with 
he results on the field” 


“You see stuff, hear stuff all the time. All it does 
is add fuel to the fire for us,” Ashcraft said. “We 
have high expectations every year, and we plan 
on executing them. We're in for a real fun season 
his year.”

One of the most durable pitchers in Reds history and one of only 
two Reds pitchers to win a Rawlings Gold Glove Award, Bronson 
Arroyo pitched 200 or more innings in seven of his eight full 
seasons with the club and started 32 or more games in each 
of his eight full Reds campaigns. A 2006 National League All- 
Star, Arroyo paced the league in both innings pitched (240.2) 
and starts (35) that season. Arroyo led or tied for the club lead 
in games started seven times in his career and was the club’s 
leader in innings pitched in five different seasons. In Reds history, 
only six pitchers have started more games for the club than 
Arroyo's 279 and his career total of 1,761.1 innings pitched has 
been topped by only 15 pitchers in franchise history. Arroyo led 
or tied for the club lead in victories in a season three times and 
won 12 or more games in a season six times during his Reds 
career including a career-best 17 wins during the Reds’ 2010 
National League Central Division championship season. He won 
Gold Glove honors that season and finished 12th in voting for 
the NL Cy Young Award. In 2012, he contributed 12 victories to 
the 97 wins recorded by the Central Division Champion Reds, a 
team victory total that has been exceeded by only seven other 
Reds teams. Relying on pitch location, movement and changing 
speeds, Arroyo struck out 1,157 batters as a Red, a total bested 
by only five pitchers in club history. 
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CINCINNATI REDS HALL OF FAME _ 


The franchise's all-time leader in career saves with 182, Danny 
Graves was the Reds’ primary closer in five of his seven full 
seasons with the club. Graves led the Reds in saves in each of 
those five seasons and is one of only seven pitchers in franchise 
history to lead the team in saves in four consecutive seasons. 
His 41 saves in 2004 rank third in franchise history for most 
saves in a single season. A National League All-Star in 2000 
and 2004, Graves finished in the top 10 in the league in saves 
four times during his career. In 2000, he won both the Ernie 
Lombardi Award as the Reds’ Most Valuable Player and the 
Johnny Vander Meer Award as the club's top pitcher. He is one 
of only five pitchers in franchise history to win each of these 
club honors. In franchise history, only four pitchers have totaled 
more games pitched with the Reds than Graves’ 465. In 2002, 
Graves was the winner of the Lou Gehrig Memorial Award which 
iS given annually to the player who best exemplifies the spirit and 
character of Lou Gehrig on and off the field. Danny Graves is the 
only Vietnamese-born player in Major League history.

CINCINNATI REDS HALL OF FAME 


One of the most impactful general managers in Reds history, 
Gabe Paul’s tenure was marked by decisions that forever altered 
the trajectory of the franchise. Paul began his Reds career as 
the club’s traveling secretary in 1936. He later served as the 
club’s publicity director and it was in that capacity that Paul 
co-founded the annual Kid Glove Game in 1949. Promoted to 
general manager in 1951, Paul spearheaded the Reds’ aggressive 
pursuit of African American players. The club’s color barrier was 
broken with the arrival of Nino Escalera and Chuck Harmon in 
1954 and, two years later, Frank Robinson made his debut. The 
first Red to win National League Rookie of the Year honors, 
Robinson was a linchpin on the 1956 Reds team that was in 
contention for the pennant until the last weekend of the season. 
That club tied the then-Major League record for home runs by 
a club in a season, and the excitement surrounding it resulted 
in the Reds’ breaking the 1 million mark in home attendance for 
the first time in franchise history. Paul was named the Executive 
of the Year by the Sporting News following the 1956 season. 
Also at Paul's behest, the Reds focused on the cultivation of 
Latino talent. Paul established an affiliation agreement with the 
Havana Sugar Kings, a relationship that opened a rich pipeline 
of talent from Cuba that led to the signings of Tony Perez, Leo 
Cardenas and a host of other notable Latino players. Paul also 
traded for or signed a host of players who would make major 
contributions to the Reds including Gus Bell, Jerry Lynch, Jim 
Maloney, Jim O'Toole, Bob Purkey and Pete Rose, among many 
others. It was under Paul’s watch that the foundation of the club's 
1961 National League championship club was built and the first 
two cornerstones of the Big Red Machine, Perez and Rose, were 
acquired. And it was also during Paul's time as Reds general 
manager that the club worked with the Cincinnati Chamber of 
Commerce to establish the Reds Hall of Fame in 1958. Gabe Paul 
died in 1998 at the age of 88.

Fans attending a game in the original Union 
Grounds in 1869 would have had a hard time 
fathoming today’s ballparks.

Fred Hutchinson was a popular and successful manager of the 
Cincinnati Reds. Hutch’s 466 managerial victories and .543 
winning percentage rank him among the best managers ever 
to wear a Cincinnati uniform. The Reds exceeded the 90-win 
mark in three of his six seasons at the helm, and in 1961 they 
took the National League pennant. 


But the joy of a first-place finish was matched only three 
years later by the sadness of Hutch’s illness and early death. 
The courage, class and determination that Fred exemplified 
all his life were all the more evident during his battle with 
cancer. Hutch stepped down as Reds manager in 1964, and 
he died that November. 


Today, Hutchinson’s legacy lives on in the worldrenowned 
Cancer Research Center that bears his name, and in 
The Hutch Award. It is given annually to a Major League 
ballplayer who “best exemplifies the character and fighting 
spirit of the late Fred Hutchinson...who overcomes any form 
of adversity.” Past winners include Ray Knight, Ron Oester, 
Eric Davis, Bobby Tolan, Johnny Bench and Sean Casey.

George “Sparky” Anderson was inducted into the Reds 
Hall of Fame on June 3, 2000. In July of that summer, 
he was inducted into the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 
Cooperstown. 


Anderson was named National League Manager of the Year 
in 1972 and American League Manager of the Year in 1984 
and ‘87. He went 2,194-1,834 (.545) in 26 Major League 
seasons with the Reds and Tigers. From 1970-78 he led the 
legendary Big Red Machine to an 863-586 record (.596), 
five NL West Division titles, four pennants and two World 
Series championships. His ‘75 and ‘76 teams combined to go 
210-114 (.629) and became the first NL franchise in 54 years 
to win consecutive world championships. He is the Reds’ all- 
time leader in victories (863) and winning percentage (.596). 


When he won the 1984 World Series with the Tigers, 
Anderson became the first of only two managers to win 
a World Series in both leagues (Tony LaRussa, 1989 A’s & 
2006 Cardinals). Anderson’s 2,194 career victories during 
his 26 Major League seasons is the fourthhighest total in 
history behind Connie Mack (3,731), John McGraw (2,763) 
and Tony LaRussa (2,297). He is one of only five managers 
to participate in 4,000 games (4,030), including Mack 
(7,755), McGraw (4,769), Bucky Harris (4,408) and 
LaRussa (4,286). 


JOHNNY

Cincinnati’s uniform No. 5 belongs to perhaps the greatest 


catcher to ever play in the Major Leagues. The standard by 
which all other catchers are measured, Johnny Bench ended 
his storied 17-year career in 1983 after earning two MVP 
Awards, 10 Gold Gloves and 14 trips to the All-Star Game. 
He was inducted into the National Baseball Hall of Fame 
in 1989. 


Bench began his career with a bang, earning Rookie of the 
Year honors in 1968. Able to control a game on both sides 
of the plate, he ended his career with a .267 average and 
389 homers (327 as a catcher, which at the time stood as a 
record for NL backstops). He twice led the league in home 
runs (in 1970 with 45 and in 1972 with 40) and three times 
led the NL in RBls (1970 with 148, 1972 with 125, and 1974 
with 129). 


On the Reds’ all-time batting list, Bench ranks first in 
homers and RBls (1,376), second in extra-base hits (794) 
and total bases (3,644), fourth in runs scored (1,091) and 
doubles (381) and fifth in hits (2,048).

Barry Larkin was a 12-time National League All-Star, five 
times was voted to the All-Star Game's starting lineup, nine 
times was named to The Sporting News’ NL All-Star Team 
and three times was named to The Associated Press’ Major 
League All-Star Team. In 1995 he was the National League’s 
Most Valuable Player and four times was the Reds’ regular- 
season Most Valuable Player, including their 1990 World 
Series championship season. He won nine Louisville Silver 


Slugger Awards and three Rawlings Gold Glove Awards. 


The Reds’ captain from 1997 through his final season in 
2004, Larkin finished his 19-year career with a batting 
average of .295 in 2,180 games and nine times hit at least 
.300. He is the only shortstop in Major League history with 
at least 2,300 hits, 190 home runs and 370 stolen bases. In 
1996 he became the first shortstop in Major League history 
to produce 30 homers and 30 steals in the same season. 
In 2008 he was inducted into the Reds Hall of Fame, and 
in 2012 Larkin became the third player and fifth Greater 
Cincinnati native inducted to the National Baseball Hall of 
Fame in Cooperstown but the first voted in by the Baseball 
Writers’ Association of America.

Joe Morgan, a 10-time All-Star and five-time Gold Glove 
second baseman, was elected to the Reds Hall of Fame in 
1987 and the National Baseball Hall of Fame in 1990. A 
two-time MVP Award winner, Morgan spent eight seasons 
with the Reds from 1972-’79 during the glory days of the 
Big Red Machine. 


He was named the NL’s Most Valuable Player in 1975, 
when he guided the Reds to a World Series victory over the 
Boston Red Sox. Morgan batted .327 with 67 stolen bases 
that season. He turned the trick again in 1976 when he 
received National League MVP honors as the Reds roared 
to their second straight World Series Championship with a 
four-game sweep of the New York Yankees. Morgan batted 
-320 in 1976, with 60 stolen bases. 


Morgan is the Reds’ all-time stolen-base leader (406), 
and his 266 home runs as a second baseman rank third in 
baseball history behind Jeff Kent and Ryne Sandberg. He 
finished his 22-year professional career with 268 homers, 
1,133 RBls and 689 stolen bases for the Astros, Reds, 


Giants, Phillies and Athletics.

As the starting shortstop on the Big Red Machine, David 
Concepcion was the defensive anchor of a club that from 
1970-78 went 863-586 (.596) and won five National

Series championships. The ‘75 and ‘76 Reds combined to go 
210-114 (.629) and became the NL’s first franchise in 54 


years to win consecutive World Series titles. 


With 8,723 at bats in 2,488 games Concepcion ranks second 
in club history in both categories behind Pete Rose. Since 
1900, he ranks among the franchise’s alltime leaders in hits 
(2,326; 3rd), doubles (389; 3rd), stolen bases (321; 3rd), run 
scored (993; Sth), total bases (3,114; Sth) and RBls (950; 
6th). He was a ninetime National League All-Star, fourth- 
most in club history (Bench 14, Rose 13, Larkin 12), and his 
five Rawlings Gold Glove Awards are second only to Bench’s 
10 Gold Gloves. He was the Most Valuable Player of the 1982 
All-Star Game, three times was a The Sporting News All-Star 
and twice won Louisville Slugger Silver Slugger Awards (1981, 
1982). He was voted the Reds’ MVP in 1981. Concepcion was

In a weekend celebration in June 2016, Pete Rose was 
inducted into the Reds Hall of Fame while his 14 became the 
11th uniform number to be retired by the club. The Cincinnati 
native played for the Reds from 1963-1978 and again from 
1984-86 and still ranks as the franchise’s all-time leader in 
games (2,722), plate appearances (12,344), runs (1,741), hits 
(3,358), singles (2,490), doubles (601), total bases (4,645) 
and walks (1,210). His 4,256 career hits are the most in Major 
League history. Rose was a 17-time National League All-Star, 
including 13 times while playing for Cincinnati. He was the 
1963 Rookie of the Year, 1973 Most Valuable Player, a three- 
time batting champion and two-time Rawlings Gold Glove 
Award winner. In 1975 and 1976, Rose captained the Big Red 
Machine to World Series championships over the Yankees 
and Red Sox and in ‘75 was named the Fall Classic’s MVP. 
His 44-game hitting streak in 1978 is still tied for the second- 


longest single season streak in Major League history.

Frank Robinson, a 12-time All-Star, was elected to the 
Reds Hall of Fame in 1978 and the National Baseball Hall 
of Fame in 1982.

uniform. While playing for the Reds from 1956 to 1965, 


Robinson belted 30 or more homers in seven of his 10 
seasons, including a rookie record of 38 while winning 
the National League’s Rookie of the Year Award in 1956. 
In 1961 Robinson was named the National League’s Most 
Valuable Player after hitting .323 with 37 homers and 124 
RBls while helping guide the Reds to their first World Series 


appearance in 21 years. 


Robinson—who played for the Reds, Orioles, Dodgers,

Ted Kluszewski, a four-time All-Star, was elected to the Reds

49 in 1954 to lead the National League. His 141 RBls that 
season also led the league, and both tallies are club records 
for left-handers.

He 
was the third member of the Big Red Machine elected to 
the Cooperstown Hiall, joining catcher Johnny Bench (1989) 
and second baseman Joe Morgan (1990). A seven-time All- 
Star and MVP of the 1967 All-Star Game, Perez appeared in 
five World Series and six League Championship Series. His 
1,652 RBls are the second-most among players from Latin 
America, and he ranks among baseball’s all-time leaders in 
RBls, games, at-bats, doubles, hits and home runs. He ranks 
among the Reds all-time leaders in RBls (1192, 2nd), home 
runs (287, 3rd), total bases (3246, 4th), games (1948, Sth), 
at-bats (6846, 5th), hits (1934, Sth), extrabase hits (682, 
Sth) and doubles (339, 6th).

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Located on the winding banks of the Ohio River 
in downtown Cincinnati, Great American Ball 
Park serves as the home of the Cincinnati Reds, 
baseballs first professional franchise. The ballpark 
Officially opened on March 31, 2008, making 2023 
its 21st big-league season. 


While its location provides for breathtaking views 
of the riverfront, northern Kentucky landscape 
and downtown Cincinnati, Great American Ball 
Park also pays tribute to the Reds’ rich history. 
Crosley Terrace statues depict Reds legends 
Ted Kluszewski, Ernie Lombardi, Joe Nuxhall 
and Frank Robinson, while a bronze likeness of 
Johnny Bench stands outside the Reds Hall of 
Fame and Museum. A Joe Morgan statue was 
unveiled out front in 2013 to honor the Hall of 
Fame second baseman and was accompanied 
by a statue of his Big Red Machine teammate 
and fellow Hall of Famer Tony Perez in 2015. 
And in 2017, Pete Rose joined his teammates 
with a statue of his own, rounding out the “Big

Four” statues from the Big Red Machine series. 
Famous-dates banners along Johnny Bench 
Way also remind fans of many historic moments 
in club history. Inside the park, the Italian-marble 
mosaics, the “toothbrush” light towers, Power 
Stacks, Bootleggers facade, and the Sun/Moon 
Deck are just a handful of features that give this 
modern marvel a truly historic influence. 


n addition to these nostalgic touches, Great 
American Ball Park boasts a number of modern 
amenities to enhance the fan experience. In- 
game features come to life on the high-definition 
video boards in left and right field and display 
systems throughout the ballpark. A giant video 
wall greets fans as they enter through the Crosley 
Terrace gates, while clubs, renovated suites and 
other unique hospitality areas provide guests 
with luxurious surroundings.

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BALLPARKS THROUGH THE YEARS 


Union Grounds (1869-70) 


Union Grounds served as the first home of 
baseball's original professional team. The park 
was located near the area now occupied by 

the Museum Center in the Union Terminal train 
station. Anchored by a grandstand called “Grand 
Duchess,” the park could seat up to 4,000 fans. 


Avenue Grounds (1876-79) 


The Reds headed two miles north from Union 
Grounds to erect Avenue Grounds, which 
featured a grandstand that could seat up to 
3,000 fans. The ballpark was approximately 
four miles from the heart of the city’s population, 
so horse-drawn streetcars and trains were a 
popular way to travel to the park. 


Bank Street Grounds (1880-83) 


The Reds moved closer to the city with the 
opening of Bank Street Grounds prior to the 1880 
season. The ballpark was located on the north 
side of Bank Street, south of Western Avenue 
and just west of McLean Avenue, and could seat 
up to 4,000 fans. Innovative scoreboard features 
included players’ names and out-of-town scores. 


League Park (1884-1901) 


Originally called American Park (in reference 

to Cincinnati's membership in the American 
Association), the park was renamed League Park 
(in reference to the National League) in 1890. 

The park featured a covered grandstand with 
leather-cushioned seats and open seats along 
the first- and third-base sides. 


Palace of the Fans (1902-11) 


Following a major fire, the Reds rebuilt the main grandstand of League Park in 1902. Today, baseball 
historians refer to the updated facility as Palace of the Fans. The park featured an illustrious 
grandstand with pillars and columns carved by hand, as well as 19 fashion boxes (much like opera 
boxes) and inexpensive field-level seating. 


Redland/Crosley Field (1912-70) 


Originally named Redland Field and renamed in 1934, Crosley Field was 
the first Reds ballpark to feature a double-decked grandstand. The 

facility, located at the corner of Western Avenue and Findlay Street, was 
the site of baseball's first night game and hosted Cincinnati's first World 
Series Championship team. 


Riverfront Stadium/ 
Cinergy Field (1970-2002) 


The Cincinnati Reds shared Riverfront Stadium with the

* stadium, which could seat approximately 56,000 fans, 
4). was considered stateof- the-art upon its opening in June 


1970. The facility hosted five pennant winners and three 
World Series Championship teams. 


Great American Ball Park 
(2003-Present) 


On July 7, 2000, Great American Insurance Company, one 
of the oldest insurance companies in the United States, 
and the Cincinnati Reds, America’s first professional 
baseball team, joined forces by announcing a 30-year 
agreement under which the new home of the Reds would 


ene be called Great American Ball Park. The facility, now 


with room for more than 45,000 fans, opened in 2003 
and includes a variety of seating and dining options and 
an array of historical elements scattered throughout. 
Installed in 2009 were Daktronics high-definition 16-mm 
video display systems which included a videoboard in 


left field, a fascia board in the outfield and along the baselines, an out-of-town scoreboard in left and 
MLB standings in right. In 2015, a second HD videoboard was installed in right field. For 2020, the Reds 
made upgrades across the board. A high-definition 13-mm HDR video display system was installed, 
including a new and improved 215-foot-by-40-foot main videoboard in left field. A videoboard was 
also added to the Batter’s Eye. Plus, the scoring system was replaced with Scorepad which provides 
in-game, season and career stats along with statcast data and advanced statistics.

A: It was something that | had been thinking about for a 
ong time. Coming out of my fellowship and taking care 
of the Cincinnati Cyclones in the International Hockey 
League, they were pretty high profile in this town at that 
ime, drawing 11 or 12,000 people a game at Cincinnati 
Gardens. But my ultimate dream was always the Reds, so 
‘d always thought about how | wanted to do it if | had the 
chance. And | had a plan in my mind of what | wanted 
o do after training with Dr. Jim Andrews and seeing the 
players that would come down to Birmingham during that 
year | spent with him. 


n the interview | shared my plan of what | wanted to do 
as far as develop a sports medicine program, get our 
arms around the minor leagues, and some other things. 
It was something that was unheard of at the time as far 
as coverage of the team. | spent three hours with Jim 
(Bowden) for the interview. | said, “I'll come to every game,” 
and he goes, “I don't believe you.” | said, “Give me a one- 
year try.” And for the first probably 22 or 23 years, | was 
virtually at every home game and went on three or four 
road trips a year. | was in spring training for a total of three 
or four weeks a year. So | really engulfed myself and made 
taking care of the Cincinnati Reds not a job, but more of 
a hobby. And | calculated that | probably covered over 
2,200 Reds baseball games. 


WITH 
DR. KREMCHEK 
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A: | remember getting the call from Bowden about a week after we met 
telling me | got the job, and it was in the newspaper on December 12, 
1996. And right then! was kind of shell shocked, and | had to get prepared 
because | had a whole plan. | didn’t Know what to expect necessarily. | 
knew that they had a need and a want to really improve their medical 
program. And | was a young guy, | was 34 years old. | remember going 
to Plant City (for spring training) and we stayed at the Ramada Inn, which 
was no great shakes. And | walked into the clubhouse and all the players 
were standing around, and Bowden was speaking. Barry Larkin walked 
across the room, shook my hand, gave me a hug and said to everybody, 
“I?m glad you're here.” At that moment | knew | was in the right place. | 
knew that this was something that | could do. 


A: | remember running the bases with Deion Sanders. | told Deion | didn’t 
think he was that fast, | was chiding him and teasing him. So we had a 
race to home plate, but | started from second base while he started at 
home. He set up the stakes and a bunch of players watched. And he still 
beat me around the bases. He flashed that million-dollar smile and just 
said, “| got you Hollywood.” 


ll also never forget one time I’m working out at Riverfront Stadium and 
suddenly Pete Harnisch screams, “Doc, Larkin’s down!” So | run back to 
get my clothes on, and they had cut my underwear in half. Then | put my 
tie on and it broke, and they were all sitting behind the wall watching and 
laughing because they knew | had to run out and help the guy. But if you 
don't like somebody and don't trust somebody, you don't do things like 
that. So it was all in good fun.

A: I've got a lot of game jerseys, gloves and other things from guys like 
Barry Larkin, Ken Griffey Jr., Scott Rolen. It was funny, Griffey had a group 
of pictures from when he was with Seattle of him catching a ball over 
the wall and throwing the guy out at home against Detroit. And it was a 
series of seven large pictures. He called the guy from Sports Illustrated, 
got them blown up and sent them to me. And the last one he signed, 
“The only other guy that could have done this wears a cape,” meaning 
Superman. | laugh about it because he sent me these giant pictures that 
are in my office, but it cost me $7,000 to frame it. Thanks for the pictures, 
but it cost me seven grand! 


A: It’s going to be the people. All the relationships you form, seein 
everyone on a daily basis. Going down and busting chops and havin 
fun in the training room and seeing the guys in a different light than th 
fans see them on the field. And the guys at work like Gary Wahoff, th 
Stowes, I’ve known all these guys for over 25 years. 
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Over these 26 years I've operated on over 700 players at the major and 
minor league levels. I've operated on guys like Scott Rolen, who is going 
into the Hall of Fame this year. Hall of Famers like Ken Griffey Jr. and Barry 
Larkin. Future Hall of Famers like Joey Votto. Members of the Great Eight, 
who were my heroes growing up. | always wanted to meet Johnny Bench, 
Pete Rose, Joe Morgan, Griffey Sr., Concepcion and Foster, and | operated 
on all those guys. When | was a kid, they were my heroes. | just wanted a 
glimpse of them back then. And now they come to my office, and | consider 
them good friends. I've operated on them and taken care of their families. 
It makes me very proud. 


This has been quite a journey and the Reds have been such a big part of 
my life. | did this and continue to do this because | love baseball and | love 
the Reds. This has been like a dream come true. 
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REDS PLAYER 
DEVELOPMENT COMPLEX 


In 2010 the Reds moved their spring training 
and player development operations to the west 
Phoenix, Arizona suburb of Goodyear. 


The club made the move from Sarasota, Florida, 
where it had trained since 1998. 


In addition to the spring training and player 
development operations, Goodyear serves as 
the summer home for the Reds’ rookie Arizona 
League affiliate. 


Spring training games are played at nearby 
Goodyear Ballpark, a facility the Reds share with 
the Cleveland Guardians. 


On July 14, 2008 the Reds and the City of 
Goodyear finalized the terms on a binding use 
agreement that paved the way for the team to 
move its spring training facilities there in 2010. 
The team and city broke ground on November 
7, 2008. 


The agreement includes a 20-year lease that 
began in 2010 and two 5-year team options. 


The Reds’ Player Development Complex on South 
Wood Boulevard includes a 44,000-square foot 
clubhouse, 6 full practice fields, 2 half fields and 
an agility field. 


The main ballpark seats more than 10,300 fans, 
including 500 premium box seats, 8,000 fixed 
seats and space for 2,000 spectators on a grassy 
berm in the outfield. 


The original plans called for the stadium to be

ACCESSIBLE ACCESS 

The Reds are committed to providing every Guest 
with a comfortable and enjoyable experience at 
the ballpark. Great American Ball Park is a fully 
accessible ballpark for all Guests. 

Accessible parking is available in the East section 
of the Central Riverfront Garage (formerly called 
the Great American Ball Park Parking Garage) 
for $20 and in the East Garage for $12. While the 
number of accessible parking spaces is more 
than adequate, Guests are still encouraged to 
arrive at the time gates open to improve their 
chances of obtaining an accessible parking 
space. 
Parking passes valid for Central Riverfront Garage 
can be purchased in advance by contacting the 
Reds at (518) 765-7400 or online at reds.com/ 
parking. 

Accessible Parking/Drop-Off: The accessible 
pickup/drop-off zone is located on Joe Nuxhall 
Way, between Mehring Way and Freedom Way, 
along the west side of Great American Ball Park. 
Cars, vans and small buses displaying a valid 
accessible placard or valid accessible license 
plate will be permitted to enter the pickup/drop- 
off zone beginning one half (1/2) hour before 
gates open to approximately one (1) hour after 
the conclusion of the game. Large school buses 
and large charter/tour buses are prohibited from 
entering this zone. Guests traveling to the ballpark 
in a large school bus or large charter/tour bus 
should contact the Group Sales department at 
(513) 765-7600 for information on bus pickup and 
drop-off locations. 

Great American Ball Park has accessible seating 
available in the seatingareas. Accessible seating 
areas are equipped with electrical outlets for 
recharging purposes at no cost to the Guest. 


ACCESSIBILITY—CAPTIONING 


The Cincinnati Reds provide two dedicated 
captioning boards to provide a readily accessible 
experience for patrons of Great American 


Ball Park who are deaf, hard of hearing or late 
deafened. The dimensions of the dedicated left- 
field captioning board are 3.1 feet x 22 feet with 
a font size of one foot per each of its two lines 
of text. In order to provide captioning to patrons 
seated in the outfield sections of the ballpark, the 
Reds have also added a dedicated captioning 
board along the first-base line of the ballpark. The 
dimensions of the first-base captioning board are 
3.1 feet x 17 feet with a font size that is also one 
foot per each of its two lines of text. In addition 
to in-bowl captioning, the Reds will caption 
the game broadcasts in all club areas of the 
ballpark through closed captioning on televisions 
dispersed throughout the club areas.

Alcoholic beverages are prohibited from being 
brought into or out of Great American Ball Park, 
intoxicated individuals will be refused entry into the 
ballpark, and Ballpark Management and Delaware 
North (Sportservice) reserves the right to discontinue 
alcohol service and/or refuse service to anyone. 
The sale and consumption of all alcoholic 
beverages is subject to Ohio law. The Reds 
reserve the right to limit consumption and/or sale 
of alcoholic beverages at events.

Located on the first-base concourse of the View 
Level, behind section 428, and concourse of Sun/ 
Moon Deck, behind section 144. These stands 
offer unlimited sodas, popcorn, peanuts, chips, 
and five (5) hot dogs as low as $25 per person. 
It's a great way to save PLUS skip the concession 
lines So you can spend more time enjoying a Reds 
game with family and friends! Bring your special 
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All-You-Can-Eat pass to the redemption kiosk in 
front of the All-You-Can-Eat Stands near section 
428 on the first-base side of the View Level 
concourse, or behind section 144 in the Sun/ 
Moon Deck. You will be issued a wristband to 
show that you are a pass holder and permitted in 
the All-You-Can-Eat Stand line, along with five (5) 
vouchers redeemable for the hot dogs and one (1) 
refillable cup.

BALLPARK SEATS 


Standing or stepping on ballpark seats may lead to 
serious bodily injury. The Cincinnati Reds request, 
for your safety and other ballpark Guests, that you 
do not step, stand or use seats in a manner other 
than intended at Great American Ball Park. 


BANNERS AND SIGNS 


The Reds welcome banners and signs. To ensure 
that these articles do not distract from the 
enjoyment of other fans, the Reds have the following 
guidelines: Banners/signs cannot be displayed in 
the eyesight of the batter and/or hanging over the 
outfield fences. They should not infringe on the 
sight lines of other Great American Ball Park Guests. 
Additionally, fanners/signs cannot be placed 
anywhere inside of the playing field, be commercial, 
political, derogatory or obscene as determined by 
the Reds. Banners/signs are not permitted in the 
Lexus Diamond Club seating section directly behind 
home plate. Signs must not utilize wood or metal 
material or other types of objects for support that 
could cause injury. Signage in approved areas may 
only be affixed with string or plastic ties. 

It is recommended that banners and signs be 
foldable or collapsible in order to comply with the 16” 
x 16” x 8” Major League Baseball size requirement. 
The Reds reserve the right to remove any banner/ 
sign that is in violation of the policy and eject the 
Guest in control of the banner/sign. 


BETMGM SPORTSBOOK AT WINGS AND 
RINGS MACHINE ROOM 

Located in the left-field corner on the second 
level, the Wings and Rings Machine Room has 
been renovated to be the temporary home of 
the BetMGM Sportsbook. The new BetMGM 
Sportsbook opened on January 1, 2028 coinciding 
with the legalization of sports betting in the State of 
Ohio. The new BetMGM Sportsbook will be open 
daily to the general public. The menu in the Bet MGM 
Sportsbook features Wings and Rings favorites! 
The BetMGM Sportsbook at the Wings and Rings 
Machine Room will not be a ticketed area for 
2023 Reds Home Games. Note, you must be over 
21 years of age to enter the BetMGM Sportsbook. 
Under MLB rules, entry and exit to the sportsbook 
must only occur through the front doors off the 
plaza level. A re-entry gate has been established 
in the Bleachers behind Section 403 for those that 
wish to leave and re-enter to go to the BetMGM 
Sportsbook. 

The Wings and Rings menu will be available to 
all fans 21 and over seven days a week with no 
requirement of participation in sports betting. 
The sale and consumption of all alcoholic 
beverages is subject to Ohio law. The Reds 
reserve the right to limit consumption and/or sale 
of alcoholic beverages at events. 


BODYSUITS 

Full bodysuits are not permitted inside of Great 
American Ball Park. 

It must be removed prior to entry and it may not 
be put back on once inside the ballpark. 


BOTTLES AND CANS 


No glass bottles, cans, or alcoholic beverages 
may be brought into Great American Ball Park. 
Guests are welcome to bring in soft drinks and 
water provided they are in clear plastic bottles 
and the safety seal has not been broken. Insulated 
foam or metal cups/containers from restaurants, 
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convenience stores, Yeti mugs and the like. are 
not permitted in Great American Ball Park. Yeti 
cups and similar products are also not permitted 
in Great American Ball Park. 


BROOMS 


In the event of a series sweep, brooms may 
only be brought in at the discretion of Reds 
Management. 


CAMERAS & VIDEO EQUIPMENT 


Guests are welcome to bring cameras and 
video recorders into the ballpark for personal 
use provided game action is not recorded, as 
required by Major League Baseball. Cameras 
and video recorders are welcomed provided 
their dimensions do not exceed the 16” x 16” x 8” 
Major League Baseball size requirement. Guests 
are prohibited from standing in the aisles while 
using this equipment. Guests should not obstruct 
the views of others while taking pictures and are 
prohibited from using tripods, mono-pods and 
other camera support pods.

- Possession of firearms, deadly weapons, 
dangerous ordinance or other items that can 
cause injury. 

- Anyone interfering with play or trespassing 
onto the playing field. 


+ Smoking, which includes use of tobacco and 
vapor products. 


Guest actions that continue after being asked 
to stop, are serious in nature, and/or criminal as 
defined by law, will be immediately reported to 
Security and/or the Police. 

In situations where a guest(s) do not cease 
activity that is in violation of the policy after being 
warned or whose actions are more serious in 
nature are subject to ejection. 

If a criminal offense has been committed the 
involved party/parties will be handled over to 
the Police. Criminal prosecution decisions will be 
made by the Cincinnati Police or Hamilton County 
Sheriffs Department with consultation with 
management where appropriate. 


CONCEALED WEAPONS LAW 

It is illegal under Ohio Law to possess a firearm, 
deadly weapon, or dangerous ordinance on the 
property of Great American Ball Park. 

This prohibition includes those that possess valid 
CCW licenses from Ohio or any other government 
authority and retired law enforcement officers.

The grass at Great American Ball Park is 
comprised of three cultivars of Kentucky 
Bluegrass. The turf is growing in a 12-inch root 
zone composed of 100 percent sand. The 
drainage and irrigation systems lie below the 
root zone. The field is capable of handling up to 
3 inches of rain an hour with little or no water 
pooling on the surface.

Therefore, unless 
it is life-threatening emergency that can be 
confirmed through a trusted source, such as 
law enforcement or hospital, and approved by 
the Sr. Vice President of Facilities and Security or 
Vice President of Ballpark Operations in his/her 
absence, paging will not occur for any purpose. 


It is suggested that Guests that do not have a 
communications device (i.e. cellular telephone) 
and feel that they will receive a request to 
leave the ballpark (i.e. for a medical situation) 
provide their seating location to a_ family 
member, business associate, or a TriHealth Fan 
Accommodation Station. Then if a message is 
needed to be relayed, the caller can provide the 
name of the Guest and their seating location 
so that a ballpark representative can deliver a 
message to the Guest.

RADIOS 


Portable radios are permitted in Great American 
Ball Park provided their dimensions do not 
exceed the 16” x 16” x 8” Major League Baseball 
size requirement and are operable. If a radio 
is tested and does not work, then it cannot be 
brought into the ballpark. Guests with radios 
are permitted to listen to the radio provided the 
volume does not disturb Guests in the immediate 
area. Headphones are encouraged for portable 
radio usage inside Great American Ball Park. 
HAM, CB and Two-Way Radios are not permitted 
to be brought into Great American Ball Park. 


RAIN DELAYS 


Weather can affect the start and/or continuation 
of the game. The Reds have the authority to 
delay the start of a game, until managers meet 
with the home plate umpire and exchange 
lineup cards where the authority transfers to the 
Umpire Crew Chief. The Umpire Crew Chief shall 
have the sole and unquestioned authority to 
determine whether and when play shall be halted 
during a game, whether and when play shall be 


resumed, and whether and when a game shall 
be postponed because of bad weather or unfit 
playing conditions. If agame has been postponed, 
Guests will be instructed through the media as 
to how they will need to use or exchange their 
tickets for the postponed game. 


REDS HALL OF FAME AND MUSEUM BATTING 
CAGES

Limited re-entry is permitted at Great American 
Ball Park. 

Guests can use the re-entry system by reporting 
to the designated gates at the Gapper's 
Alley and the Bleachers behind Section 403, 
established exclusively for access to the BetMGM 
Sportsbook at the Wings and Rings Machine 
Room, to receive a voucher. Guests must have 
their voucher available to scan upon re-entry. 
Guests are subject to metal detection screening 
upon re-entry and there will be no carry-in items 
permitted through the re-entry gate. If a Guest 
uses any other gate, other than the designated 
gate for re-entry to exit they will not be able to 
partake in the re-entry service. If a Guest does not 
have their voucher, they may be refused entry.

Robinson and #24 Tony Perez. All Major League 
Baseball teams have retired #42 to honor Jackie 
Robinson's contributions to the game of baseball. 


Also, on the facade are the retired microphones 
of Waite Hoyt, Joe Nuxhall and Marty Brennaman. 
Retired in 2007, these microphones symbolize 
three of the great radio broadcasters that have 
called Reds games throughout the years.

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SERVICE ANIMALS 

In accordance with Federal ADA Guidelines, 
service dogs and miniature horses assisting 
guests with disabilities are permitted inside 
Great American Ball Park. Other service animals 
and comfort animals are not permitted in Great 
American Ball Park. 


SEVERE WEATHER 


The central focus of ballpark management is 
to provide a safe environment. Cincinnati is in 
an area of the county where severe weather 
can arise quickly and become a safety concern 
for Guests throughout the season. Therefore, 
weather is continuously monitored through local 
and regional sources. 


This designation means the Reds have trained 
and prepared sheltering-in-place and evacuation 
plans. In the event of severe weather, ballpark 
staff, the public address announcer, and the 
scoreboard will advise Guests as to what they 
can do to get out of harm's way. If that occurs, all 
Guests are asked to quickly adhere, in an orderly 
manner, to the instructions provided. 


SMOKING POLICY 


Great American Ball Park has been designated 
as a completely non-smoking facility under Ohio 
Law. Therefore, it is the obligation of ballpark staff 
to ensure that smoking, which includes the use 
of tobacco and vapor devices, does not occur 
inside Great American Ball Park. Violators may 
be subject to ejection and potential fines. There 
is a designated smoking area, outside of GATE B - 
Gapper’s Alley behind Section 119, that is available 
for those that wish to smoke. Guests inside of the 
ballpark can use the re-entry gate at the Gapper’s 
Alley gates to gain access to the smoking area. 
Guests are subject to metal detection screening 
upon re-entry and there will be no carry-in 
items permitted through the re-entry gate. If a 
guest uses any other gate to exit, other than the 
designated gate for re-entry, they will not be able 
to partake in the re-entry service. 

The smoking area may permanently or 
temporarily be closed and/or individuals refused 
at the sole discretion of ballpark management.

WORLD CHAMPIONSHIP BANNERS 


As another way of honoring the team’s rich 
history, banners depicting the Reds’ five World 
Series championship years (1919, 1940, 1975, 
1976 and 1990) were installed prior to the 2005 
season. These are located on the facade in left 
field underneath the Machine Room Patio. 
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Grippo's was founded by Angelo Grippo in 1919. Known as the Grippo's Cone Company, it 
manufactured rolled sugar cones in a one-room office on Court Street in Cincinnati, Ohio.
